The Examiner suggests deletion of the term "ring surface" . 
Applicants agree and amend the claim accordingly. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - Double Patenting 

Claims 1-7, 17-18, 20-28 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over Claims 1-25 of U.S. Patent No. 6,712,367. 

Applicants file herewith a terminal disclaimer, removing 
the grounds for the rejection.

Claims 8-16, 19, and 29 are allowed. 

Applicants submit that in view of the above, all claims are 
allowed.
